Crafty Admiral navigates a muddy 
course with ease and high speed. and he 
turned the rich stake into a one-sided af- 
fair, winning as he pleased under Ken 
Church by three and one-half lengths in 
a good 1:5325 for the mile and a fur- 
long. He was highweight at 129 pounds. 

William G. Helis Jr.’s Spartan Valor, 
at 128 pounds, finished a leg-weary fourth 
in the McLennan, which in 1952 he had 
won in new record time on a fast track. 
He also went on last year to win the 
Widener Handicap—raised in value this 
year to $100,000 to be run on February 21. 

It’s ridiculous, of course. making ex- 
cuses for a horse with the class of Spar- 
tan Valor, but the writer’s opinion is that 
he was not suited by the muddy going in 
the McLennan. At Tropical Park this 
winter. in his first start. he did to Crafty 
Admiral on a fast track what the Char- 
fran horse did to him in the McLennan, 
winning the $50,000 Tropical Handicap 
handily. 

They ll meet again in the Widener. of 
course. and because of winning the Mc- 
Lennan Crafty Admiral will have to pick 
up a three-pound weight penalty. in- 
creasing his impost to 131 pounds. Spar- 
tan Valor had already picked up a similar 
penalty winning the Tropical Handicap 
and must carry 127 in the Widener. 

Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ One Count, 
the 1952 3-year-old champion, was not up 
to the task of competing with Crafty Ad- 
miral and others in his first winter start, 
He ran well for about seven furlongs, 
then went to pieces, so to speak, finish- 
ing sixth in the field of seven. But we 
can expect the son of Count Fleet to im- 
prove off the race. 


Oil Capitol, which overpowered Battle- 
field with a tremendous rally in the Palm 
Beach, staged another Whirlaway finish 
in the McLennan, but it was not good 
enough to threaten the flying Crafty Ad- 
miral. He took second, however, in an- 
other fine performance, while Ken, an- 
other that had beaten Battlefield here, fin- 
ished third. Battlefield skipped the Me-

the track into a muddy mess. 


Charles Cohen, 
Stable. bought Crafty Admiral from 
Hugh A. Grant here last winter for only 
$14,000. one of the outstanding bargains 
in years. The horse has piled up all-time 
earnings of $350,300. 

Concerning the three-pound penalty 
Crafty Admiral will have to pick up in 
the Widener, Trainer Bob Odom said: 

“T don’t like it, but he will have to 
carry it. And if it is muddy again, he 
can do it all right.” 


FLAMINGOERS. Greentree  Stable’s 
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who owns Charfran 


Straight Face and George D. Widener’s 
Platan came through successfully in their 
winter debuts early in the week, running 
over a treacherously deep and holding 
track. But Straight Face. winner of the 
Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland and Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes at Churchill 
Downs last fall, put in the more impres- 
sive performance. Even at this early date, 
the strong-looking son of Count Fleet is 
conceded the post of favoritism for the 
$100,000 Flamingo Stakes on February 28. 


While he had contention of only mod- 
erate quality, Straight Face, under 124 
pounds was eased up by Ted Atkinson, 
winning by nine lengths. It was an ex- 
cellent performance for a first-time starter 
over such a bad track. Back of him 
were such as Sir Mango, Guy, Ann’s Love, 
Fighting Cock (a stablemate), My George, 
Free On. and Capeador, and the time 
for the seven furlongs was 1:2925, the 
first six furlongs in 1:1445. 

Platan was all out beating Mrs. E. D. 
Jacobs’ Joe Jones, requiring 1:1645 for 
the six furlongs under only 106 pounds. 
But Platan, getting ready for the Fla- 
mingo, is all the better for the race. He 
needs more driving than the free-running 
Straight Face. though the Greentree geld- 
ing, on last year’s reckonings, had him 
stashed away on class. However, we shall 
learn more about the capabilities of these 
Flamingo horses in the $25,000 Everglades 
on February 14. 


FILLIES. The outcome of the $15,000- 
added Columbiana Handicap, intended for 
candidates for the $25,000 Black Helen 
Handicap of March 2, caused a ripple 
of surprise when Buddah Stable’s Sunny 
Dale, a cast-off from Brookmeade Stable, 
raced to victory on a slow track. Sunny 
Dale. a husky 5-year-old daughter of 
Eight Thirty. had won her last previous 
start, an allowance race. by seven lengths, 
but she moved into much better company 
in the Columbiana. Sunny Dale is a grad- 
uate of the claiming ranks, raced by va- 
rious owners since Brookmeade Stable 
lost the mare. Her present owner is Dave 
Paper, of St. Paul, Minn. 

Among those which disappointed in the 
Columbiana were Atalanta, Versify, and 
Sweet Patootie, last year’s leading 2-year- 
old filly. Sweet Patootie has now been 
unplaced twice this winter, having no 
excuse at all in the Columbiana, in which 
she met the older fillies and mares under

106 pounds. Atlanta might have been 
anchored under 123 pounds. 


GULFSTREAM PARK will make furth- 
er effort to narrow the gap between it- 
self and Hialeah Park during its March 
4-April 20 meeting. President James Donn, 
with an announced $252,500 in stakes 
awards alone—as compared to last sea- 
son’s $100,000—and a financial deal with 
horsemen which allocates 3 per cent of 
the mutuel handle into purse money, in- 
cluding stakes, is making every effort 
to keep the better grade of horses in 
Florida throughout the meeting. 

Donn feels that rivalry is good for the 
sport, and the competition between Gulf- 
stream and Hialeah has certainly been 
good for horsemen. The Hallandale course 
upped the 1953 value of the Florida Der- 
by from last season’s $20,000 to $100,000. 
The Gulfstream Park Handicap vaulted 
from $25,000 to $50,000. and Racing Di- 
rector Horace Wade subsequently added 
three new stakes, the Suwannee River 
Handicap, the Fountain of Youth, and the 
Gulfstream Dinner Stakes. 

A year ago Gulfstream opened its new 
club house amid considerable fanfare. It 
was evident almost immediately that Doun 
had misgauged the track’s popularity, as 
the structure became almost too small to 
hold the March crowds. He has improved 
facilities this year, glassing in the turf 
club veranda and transforming it into a 
colorful outdoor garden. 

The club house escalator proved so 
popular that another was installed in the 
grandstand, making Gulfstream the only 
track in the nation with such service in 
both main structures. A new plastic awn- 
ing was added to the rear of the grand- 
stand, on the first floor, to provide shel- 
ter for the pay-off lineups. The main en- 
trance to the club house has been re- 
vamped, and customers may now drive up 
along a curbing and be unloaded under 
cover. 

Last year Gulfstream handled a daily 
average of $1,055,000. This season Donn 
is hoping for $1,200,000, and with the 
season becoming later and later and last- 
ing longer into April, it may be that his 
confidence will not be misplaced.

Los ANGELES 


Nine horses came out for the sixth 
running of the Maturity stakes at Santa 
Anita. One of them was Mark-Ye-Well. 
and the other eight were running for 
secondary awards which were not at all 
minor. These included $30,000 to second, 
$20.000 to third and $10,000 for fourth, 
otherwise the Maturity probably would 
not have drawn more than four or five 
starters. That is how much Mark-Ye-Well 
stood out in what looked like the closest 
thing to a cinch winner you'll ever come 
across at a race track. 

That was the way the race was run, 
too. Mark-Ye-Well was in sixth place go- 
ing past the stands the first time. At the 
half-mile pole he moved up to third and 
was running so easily Eddie Arcaro let 
him go to the front, still under a pull. 
As Mark-Ye-Well rounded the far turn, 
running on the outside where he would 
be free of all possible trouble, Happy Go 
Lucky, a very willing son of Haltal. 
went after him briefly. 

For perhaps a sixteenth of a mile, Hap- 
py Go Lucky stayed right behind Mark- 
Ye-Well. Arcaro looked over his shoul- 
der. saw him there and showed Mark- 
Ye-Well the whip. That was enough. and 
Mark-Ye-Well, running powerfully and 
smootlily, pulled away quickly. A furlong 
from the wire. Arcaro took another look. 
tapped Mark-Ye-Well lightly. then put his 
whip away. In the last sixteenth, the win- 
ner was being eased. and he went under 
the wire. Arcaro had slowed him to al- 
most a walk in making the winning mar- 
gin respectably close. 

Calumet Farm also started Fleet Bird as 
an entry with Mark-Ye-Well, and in the 
paddock before the race Ben A. Jones 
asked Arcaro what he would like his 
stablemate to do by way of aiding the 
cause. “Just tell Henry (Moreno) to stay 
out of my way,” Arcaro responded, “and 
get all the money he can.” 

Moreno, riding Fleet Bird, did his part 
rather well. After Happy Go Lucky had 
given his all in a vain effort to run with 
Mark-Ye-Well, Fleet Bird came along to 
catch him tiring in the drive for home 
and heat him to the wire by half a 
length for the place. So it made the af- 
ternoon a profitable one for Calumet 
Farm. The winner’s share, $85,600, plus 
the $30,000 picked up by Fleet Bird, plus 
the $9,000 in nominator’s awards, made 


a total of $124,600 in the 2:0324 it took 
to run the mile and a quarter. 

The sum enabled Calumet to close the 
month of January and the first half of 
the Santa Anita meeting with earnings 
of $237,975. During the first 25 days of 
the season Calumet won five stakes—the 
Maturity and the San Fernando with 
Mark-Ye-Well, the Malibu Sequet with A 
Gleam, the San Vicente with Chanlea, 
and the Santa Ynez with Lap Full. 

How about the second half? It looks 
just as rosy for Calumet. The stable is 
heavily favored to win both the Santa 
Anita and San Juan Capistrano handicaps. 
which means that. of the four $100.000 
races here this winter. the only one Ben 
and Jimmy Jones figure to miss is the 
Derby. And, of course, they are going 
to run that one, too. 

There was one phase of the Maturity 
that baffled me. although such things 
have happened before at Santa Anita. 
The track’s official morning line that was 
posted before the race had the Calumet 
entry listed at even money. Anyone in 
his right mind, and perhaps even that is 
an unnecessary qualification in this case. 


James D. STEWART 


Hollywood Park’s new general manager. 
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could read the Racing Form and deter- 
mine that anything over 2-5 on Mark-Ye- 
Well and Fleet Bird was a _ generous 
price. 

The official price-maker, of course, 
made no such ridiculous mistake. But the 
story is that when he submitted the odds 
to stewards for their approval, they in- 
sisted upon opening the entry at not less 
than even money. It didn’t take the public 
long to get the right odds up, and the 
Calumets closed at 1-5, paying $2.40 for 
the shortest return of the season. 


SUCCESSOR TO SUCCESS. After 16 
years as the boss of Hollywood Park, 
Jack F. Mackenzie at his own request 
has relinquished his duties as general 
manager and turned over active leadership 
of the track to James D. Stewart. Mr. 
Mackenzie will remain as a member of 
the board of directors and as director of 
racing. He will also continue as the Turf 
Club’s policy adviser and consultant. 

The move was not entirely unexpected. 
A couple of years ago, Mr. Mackenzie 
built a home in Carmel and moved there 
with his family. More and more he has 
delegated responsibilities to Mr. Stewart, 
whom he picked seven years go as his 
eventual successor. Ever since then Jim 
Stewart has been groomed carefully for 
the position he now occupies. 

Before becoming associated with Holly- 
wood Park, Mr. Stewart operated a suc- 
cessful real estate business in Pasadena 
and was the subdivider of Chapman 
Woods. a beautiful and fashionable resi- 
dential district near Santa Anita. His 
hobby has always been horses, and al- 
most every morning you will find him on 
the backstretch. jogging on a pony be- 
fore tackling the day’s work. 

Jim Stewart must work around the 
clock. He never misses any function or 
informal gathering where there may be 
horsemen, and he has visited just about 
every track in the country, listening, look- 
ing, and studying management. Get lost 
at Churchill Downs at Derby Day and 
you'll probably run into Jim Stewart; I 
know. because it happened to me last 
spring. 

With Stewart as general manager, 
there'll be no change in policy at Holly- 
wood Park: he stands for the same things 
Jack Mackenzie has represented all these 
years. 

That doesn’t mean Mr. Mackenzie 
won't be missed. But he picked a first- 
rate substitute to run what has become 
known as “the track that Jack built.”

Hialeah Park’s $50,000-added McLennan Handi- 
cap attracted an outstanding list of leaders from 
previous years, but heavy rains which preceded the 
race caused Battlefield to be scratched and the 
muddy track may have affected some of the start- 
ers’ chances. Spartan Valor was established as the 
favorite, and the other heavyweights—Crafty Ad- 
miral and One Count—were at only slightly longer 
odds. 

Crafty Admiral took the lead from Spartan 
Valor before reaching the first turn, set the pace 
under restraint, and pulled away in the stretch 
to win by more than three lengths. After trailing 
at the rear of the field until reaching the stretch 
turn, Oil Capitol went to the outside for the 
drive and finished second, almost a length in 
front of the third-place Ken, as Spartan Valor 
dropped back to fourth. One Count, champion 
3-year-old of 1952, making his first start since last 
October, tired in the sticky going and finished 
next-to-last. 

The leading money winner of 1952, Crafty Ad- 
miral added $45,400 to his earnings with the Mc- 
Lennan Handicap win, and put himself in 32nd 
position on the list of leading money winners 
with a total of $350,300. Before winning the Royal 
Palm Handicap in his last start prior to the Me- 
Lennan, the son of Fighting Fox placed third be- 
hind Spartan Valor and How in the Tropical 
Handicap.

Sunny Dale her first stakes victory, but it marked 
the second successive win in that event for Jockey 
Ken Church, who scored with Miss Highbrow in 
the 1951 running. Though most of the day’s win- 
ners over the slow track were front runners, Sunny 
Dale came from far back to get the lead in the 
last sixteenth. 

Sunny Dale broke from the inside post position, 
and was quickly eased back as the favored Emar- 
dee moved out to take the lead from the fast- 
breaking Versify on the backstretch. Emardee held 
the lead to the stretch, and Sunny Dale gradually 
moved up to engage her there. Sunny Dale showed 
a tendency to lug in on the pace-maker during 
the run to the wire, but Jockey Church managed 
to avert trouble and brought his mount in almost 
a length ahead. There was seven lengths between 
Emardee and the third-place La Corredora. Ac- 
cording to the scale, the 5-year-old winner was 
receiving nine pounds from the 3-yezr-old Emar- 
dee and ten pounds from the 4-year-old La Corre- 
dora. 

Bred by Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade 
Stable. Sunny Dale first appeared on the track 
under that stable’s colors as a 3-year-old in 1951. 
In 1952 she was claimed for $9,000 by Mrs. G. Sea- 
bo, who lost the mare the next year to her present 
owner for a claiming price of $12,000. Soon after 
she became the property of David Paper’s Buddah 
Stable, Sunny Dale injured an ankle and was 
out of racing for several months. Since returning 
to the races she has shown steady improvement 
and has not been in a claiming race for about 
five months.

Though backed 
into even-money favoritism, the best Chanlea could 
do was a second, five lengths behind Decorated. 
This is as good as Calumet has been able to ac- 
complish in the short history of the San Gabriel, 
as last year *Windy City II was followed to the 
A Gleam and Hill Gail. 

Starting on the extreme outside, Decorated was 
rushed into the lead shortly after the start, but 
Boo Who raced head-and-head with him on the 
inside around the turn. In the stretch, Decorated 
built up his lengthy margin as Chanlea came from 
the middle of the field to head Boo Who at the 
wire, Chanlea, sharing the top-weight of 122 pounds 
with the fourth-place Merryman, was giving eight 
pounds to the winner and 11 pounds to Boo Who. 

The San Felipe Handicap gave Decorated his 
second consecutive stakes victory over Chanlea in 
their preparations for the Santa Anita Derby on 
February 21, and Decorated gave Johnny Longden 
his fourth win in the San Felipe. Jockey Longden 
had won previously on Sir Bim in 1945. Owners 
Choice in 1947, and Your Host in 1950. 

Decorated went to the front at the start of the 
San Felipe, withstood bids by Social Outeast and 
Boo Who at the stretch turn, and finished more 
than two lengths in front of Chanlea. Social Out- 
cast came from far back in the field to challenge 
the leader, but he dropped back to third in the 
stretch. Chanlea, under the top impost of 122 
pounds, was giving two pounds to the winner and 
seven pounds to Social Outeast. 

Foaled January 11, 1950, Decorated was bred 
by Edwin K. Thomas of Paris, Ky., who sold the 
son of Balladier in the 1951 Keeneland Summer 
Sales. He was bought there by his present owner, 
Andrew J. Crevolin, for $4,200. As a 2-year-old of 
1952, Decorated won three of 12 starts, including 
the Graduation Stakes. He also was second in the 
Starlet Stakes and third in the Del Mar Futurity. 
In his only race of 1953 prior to the San Gabriel 
Stakes, Decorated ran third behind Chanlea in an 
allowance race.

A week after Still Blue’s daughter Ever Bright 
won the A. Pelleteri Memorial Handicap at the 
New Orleans Fair Grounds, Still Blue’s son 
Spur On accounted for the Louisiana Handicap 
at the same track. Still Blue was purchased from 
Calumet Farm, which bred both Ever Bright 
and Spur On, by Gough Thompson shortly be- 
fore she foaled a brown filly by Faultless on 
February 18, 1952, and she died soon afterwards. 


Using the stretch-running style of his sire, 
Whirlaway, Spur On raced up from eighth place 
to win by three lengths in the 1;4-mile Louisiana 
Handicap. Second Avenue, one of the leaders 
from the start, held on just long enough to 
have his nose in front of Thelma Berger, which 
came from last in the field of 12 during her 
drive to the wire. Under the extreme top impost 
of 121 pounds, Spur On was carrying 11 pounds 
more than Second Avenue, and considering sex 
allowance was giving six pounds to Thelma 
Berger. 

Foaled March 11, 1948, on Calumet Farm at 
Lexington, Spur On made his first start as a 
2-year-old of 1950 under the devil red and blue 
silks, but he was claimed in that first race by 
George Gerber for $8,000. That year he won 
three races and was third in the Hawthorne 
Juvenile Handicap. The next year he came into 


the hands of his present owner, B. W. Landy, 


through a private transaction. Spur On’s only 
stakes placing in 1952 was a third in the Crete 
Inaugural Handicap. 

Spur On is the 14th stakes winner sired by 
Whirlaway which formerly stood at Calumet 
Farm. Whirlaway, now the property of Marcel 
Boussac, is at stud in France.

TEMPEST AT SUNSHINE 


Representatives of each division of 
Florida’s law enforcement force closed 
the entrances to Sunshine Park on Feb- 
ruary 7 while the day’s racing was in 
progress, and searched through the crowd 
for “bookmakers, touts, minors, and un- 
desirable characters.” Though County 
Sheriff Ed Blackburn Jr., who led the 
raid. said that he knew the track was 
“full of bookmakers.” only three war- 
rants were served, and several minors were 
taken into custody. Florida’s governor, 
Dan McCarty, later warned officials of 
the track that they would have to clean 
out the bookmakers and touts, or he would 
put the track out of business.

Jamaica’s 50th Anniversary; 


First Meeting Was in 1903 


Once upon a time there were six race 
tracks within the city of New York. 
Brighton Beach, where the racegoer could 
make swiftly for a swim and a band con- 
cert, lasted from 1897 to 1908. Sheeps- 
head Bay. hard by Villepigue’s, was a 
famous course from 1880 to 1910. Graves- 
end, once known as the Prospect Park 
Fairgrounds, had racing, under the 
Dwyers, from 1886 to 1910. Morris Park, 
with its glorious cup races, gave spring 
and autumn meets from 1889 to 1904. 
These are all with Nineveh and Tyre, 
thanks partly to Governor Hughes’ war on 
betting and partly to the demand for build- 
ing lots. Aqueduct was opened in 1894, 
and Jamaica, opened in 1903, was the 
youngest of the sextette. It is now the 
second-oldest and will celebrate its 50th 
anniversary in April. 

The Jamaica track has none of the 
seaside delights which consoled losing 
bettors at Brighton and Sheepshead Bay. 
It was built because of its easy reach by 
train from the city. It was also a tradi- 
tional site for racing, which had been held 
in 1665 on Hempstead Plain, Long Island, 
and at a track at Jamaica as early as 
1757. 


The historical facts, however, had little 
significance to the founding fathers: Wil- 
liam H. Reynolds, onetime mayor of Long 
Beach and owner of the famous Lido Club 
of those days; Patrick H. McCarren, 
Matty Corbett, Edward J. Burke, Eugene 
Wood, and Timothy D. Sullivan. 


The old Jamaica plant began to rise in 
1902 in a densely wooded area. There 
were two ways of reaching it—by the 
Long Island Railroad, or by a dinky 
trolley-car line which left from old Wash- 
ington (now 160th Street) and Jamaica 
Avenues. It opened on April 27, 1903. The 
first officials were William H. Reynolds, 
president; Philip J. Dwyer, manager; 
George F. Dobson, secretary, and Walter 
E. Edwards, racing secretary. Edward 
Maher was the track superintendent, and 
Chris J. FitzGerald the starter. The writer 
was present, aged 13 and probably play- 
ing hooky from P, S. 42 in Brooklyn. 

Jamaica presented a far different ap- 
pearance than it does today. There was 
a huge wooden grandstand with betting 
shed and field stand alongside. A five- 
furlong chute, which may have been used 
once but never thereafter, extended from 
the upper turn. A highly ornamental club 
house, a saddling shed (the only building 


now left) and a jockey house completed 
the appointments. Stables were in the cor- 
ner adjacent to Baisley Boulevard. 


The opening, which followed the spring 
meeting at Aqueduct. greeted such belles 
and beaux as Lillian Russell, glamor girl 
of her time, and “Diamond Jim” Brady. 
Such bigtime gamblers as “Betcha Mil- 
lion” Gates, John A. Drake, Davy John- 
son, W. E. D. Stokes, Louis V. Bell and 
Alex Shields were giving much business 
to 65 bookmakers in the “big ring” and 
as many in the “field,” including such as 
Morty Lynch, “Humming Bird” Tyler. 
Johnny Walters, and Eddie Burke. 

Owners’ names appearing on the pro- 
gram included William C. Whitney, Au- 
gust Belmont, Sydney Paget, James R. 
Keene, Davy Johnson and R. T. Wilson 
Jr. Nationally known jockeys of the period 
were George Odom, Johnny Bullman, Wil- 
lie Shaw, Grover Cleveland Fuller, Tommy 
Burns, and Frank O’Neill. 

Feature of the opening day and one 
of the early “spring classics” of the time 
was the Excelsior Handicap, a jaunt of 
15 miles for a purse of $10,000. The 
winner was Blackstock, a 4-year-old bay 
colt by Hanover—Mannie Himyar,. by Him- 
yar, bred and owned by the Hon. William 
C. Whitney, trained by John W. Rogers 
and ridden by Grover Cleveland Fuller. 


Blackstock. although one of the 1901 2 


year-olds. did not race that year but came 9 


to the races late in the fall of the next 
season, winning two ordinary races at 
Bennings in five starts. His dam, Mannie 
Himyar, never started but was the daugh. 
ter of Himyar and Mannie Gray, hence a 
full sister to the great Domino. Mannie 
Gray also produced Ten Strike (winner 
of 27 races including the Tennessee 
Derby). Bandala (Ladies Stakes, at Jer. 
ome Park. and Mermaid, at Sheepshead 
Bay). Lady Reel (winner of six races and 
also producer of winners, including Ham. 
burg), Correction (winner of 38 races 
and dam of 1901 Futurity winner, Yan. 
kee), Freemason, and Madam Reel. 

Blackstock came of the Turf’s “bluest” 
blood and he proved it by coming home 
on the head end with Excelsior very hand- 
ily. The result was: Blackstock (Fuller) 
first; Heno (J. Martin), second; Yellow 
Tail (Bruce Rice). third. Dr. Saylor (Wil- 
kerson), Injunction (Gannon), Royal 
(O’Neill). Herbert (T. Burns), Surmise 
(Haack). Articulate (Shaw). Hunter 
Raine (J. Daly), Mackey Dwyer (Shea), 
Lord Badge McCafferty), Daly (Creamer), 
and Ethics (H. Cochran) also ran.

Rev remained 
at Te Arha and thus missed the limelight 
when doing his final gallops for the Auck- 
land Cup.

How- 
ever, the Ellerslie track does not assist 
the slow beginner and Reformed may fare 
better in the Wellington Cup at Trentham, 
where the straight is about three furlongs 
and there is a long run down the back- 
stretch. 


Rev won the Auckland Cup like a true 
stayer, for Noble Prince made the pace 
a cracker over the last five furlongs and 
was lengths ahead at the straight en- 
trance. The sustained run of Rev carried 
him up to the tiring leader and he finally 
won by a length and set a New Zealand 
record of 3:1935 for the two miles. 

The meeting was a memorable one for 
the fast times recorded. After a wet 
spring the weather improved substantially 
for the holiday season. and Ellerslie. with 
a good sole of grass, had dried out with- 
out taking on its customary fire at this 
period of the year. Huatoki, in winning 
the big race on the second day, set a New 
Zealand record of 2:02245 for ten furlongs.

On the fourth day Mt. Denby estab- 
lished an Australian and New Zealand 
record of 2:2745 for a mile and a half. 
Over hurdles Rare Fox ran two miles 
over eight flights of hurdles in 3:3324 
to set an Australian record, and he im- 
proved on it on the third day by equaling 
the world’s record of 3:33. Set to carry 
171 pounds over a mile and three-quar- 
ters and 60 yards on the fourth day, Rare 
Fox was sent out favourite, but he hit 
hard at two fences and was beaten into 
fifth. It was a grand performance, never- 
theless, for he gave the winner 19 pounds. 


SALE TO U. S. During the course 
of the Auckland summer meeting was 
completed the sale to California of the 
locally owned and trained filly Sweet 
Ways. The figure was not disclosed but 
it would be fairly substantial. A big lump 
of a 2-year-old, Sweet Ways is by im- 
ported Neptune from Plassida. The sire, 
imported from England, is by Hyperion 
(five times champion sire in England) 
from the Gainsborough mare Fancy Free, 
dam of Full Sail, the Derby winner 
Blue Peter, etc.

to the brilliant Australian winners Ungar, 
Murray Stream, Hall Mark, Trivalve, and 
Nuffield, and the American-owned Ocean 
Bound. 


Bought at the National Sales at Trent- 
ham for 625 guineas, Sweet Ways had 
three outings before she gained her first 
placing, a second to another smart filly, 
Sweet Wren, but she then won, at her 
next two appearances, the Ruakura Stakes 
at Waikato and the Electric Handicap at 
Te Aroha. On the latter occasion she 
beat *Classowa’s half sister Clarissa by 
six lengths. yet Clarissa was a comfort- 
able winner on the final day of the Auck- 
land Christmas meeting. 

Overtures were also made for Royal 
Legend, a stablemate of Sweet Ways and 
also raced by Mr. H. Guppy. of Auckland, 
but no sale resulted, the owner declining 
a big figure. Royal Legend is by Sun 
King, another Hyperion importation, and 
from the Silverado mare Glow Light, 
thus a half brother to the Dunedin Cup 
winner Helio. The granddam, Limelight, 
was one of New Zealand’s outstanding race 
mares of her day. 

Before the Auckland meeting opened 
Royal Legend had given evidence of his 
brilliant speed at Franklin, beating a use- 
ful field in hollow fashion. On the opening 
day at Ellerslie he won the Nursery Handi- 


cap, five furlongs in :58%5. setting a 
track record. Raised to 129 pounds in the 
Criterion Handicap at his next appear- 
ance, he ran unplaced, but brilliantly beat 
the older horses in the Royal Stakes, six 
furlongs in 1:1025. 

The Royal Stakes was a weight-for-age 
event with penalties and allowances for 
sex. Royal Legend was weighted at 109. 
but in order to secure the services of the 
visiting horseman W. J. Broughton. cham- 
pion jockey of the Dominion on many 
occasions, the chestnut colt carried 110% 
pounds. Working to the front almost im- 
mediately, Royal Legend did not give his 
opponents a chance, winning by five 
lengths from the 3-year-old Balloch Lad, 
winner of the open sprint on the second 
day. 


Mr. Guppy. vendor of Sweet Ways. 
was all the more reluctant to let Royal 
Legend go after that performance. At a 
sale held the day after the Auckland 
meeting concluded Mr. Guppy outbid his 
rivals for a fine, upstanding chestnut colt 
by Count Rendered, a comparatively re- 
cent addition to the ranks of sires in this 
county. By that grand stayer Precipitation. 
Count Rendered was himself a winner in 
England of three races and he looks like 
leaving a deep impression here. The colt. 
out of the good winner Llandine. by the 
Gay Crusader horse Kincardine (sire of 
Kindergarten), cost 1,700 guineas.

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OBITUARY 


Franklin B. Voss 


The Elkridge-Harford Hunt was having 
great sport across the Maryland hills on 
January 31. The hounds had been running 
hard for more than half an hour. Close 
behind them was Franklin B. Voss on his 
handsome gray Maritime. As they topped 
the crest of a hill the rider suddenly 
relaxed and fell, apparently the victim 
of a heart attack. He died immediately. 

Franklin Brooke Voss was probably the 
best known of American artists who spe- 
cialize in portraits of fine horses. He 
knew his subject intimately, from life- 
long association. Born on his father’s 
estate near Far Rockaway, Long Island, 
and resident there most of his life, he 
rode to hounds, played polo, and had 
mounts in steeplechase and flat races at 
the amateur meetings. He studied with 
the Art Students’ League for about seven 
years, giving special attention to anatomy, 
and while he was still a young man gained 
distinction through his paintings, which 
included many outstanding Thoroughbred 
horses. His reputation quickly established, 
he was kept busy the remainder of his life. 

Several years ago he moved from Long 
Island and established his home at Merri- 
field Farm, Monkton, Md. He was in his 
early sixties. 


Jerry McCarthy 


Jerry McCarthy, Detroit sportsman and 
businessman, died February 5, a week af- 
ter suffering a heart attack at his home. 
Survived by two sisters, Ann and Blanche 
McCarthy, he was 56 at the time of his 
death. One of the largest automobile deal- 
ers in the country, Mr. McCarthy owned 
three agencies in Detroit and one in In- 
diana. He also owned the Golden Strand 
Hotel at Miami Beach, Florida, and other 
real estate. 

Mr. McCarthy played football in high 
school and later participated in automo- 
bile and speedboat racing. He sponsored 
baseball, basketball, and bowling teams. 
At one time he played with the Detroit 
Gold Hats polo team and kept a string of 
polo ponies. From that he went into rac- 
ing as the Jerry McCarthy Stable in 1933. 
Adopting green and white as his racing 
colors, Mr. McCarthy gave many of his 
horses Irish names, but his ambition to 
own Irish-bred horses was realized only 
recently when he bought *Brightella and 
*Coral Windsor, which arrived in this 
country a few days before his _ illness. 
When stricken, he was preparing to go to 
Florida to see his importations. 

Consisting of about 25 horses, the Jerry 
McCarthy Stable usually raced in the Mid- 
west and East. Present star of the stable 
is Van Crosby, a 2-year-old of 1952 that 


won the James H. Connors Memorial 
Stakes and Hawthorne Juvenile Handi- 
cap, and ran third in the Garden State 
Stakes and Ardsley Handicap. A home- 
bred son of Broke Even—Lady Patrol. by 
Republic. Van Crosby was weighted at 
115 pounds in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. 


In the 1952 Keeneland Fall Sales. Mr. 
McCarthy bought the stallion Alabama. 
Jack Welch acting as his agent. Alabama, 
a 10-year-old son of *Mahmoud—Gala 
Belle, by *Sir Gallahad II. is now stand- 
ing at Mr. Welch’s Whileaway Farm near 
Lexington. 


Edward Danhauer 


Jockey Edward Danhauer died in the 
Mease Hospital at Dunedin. Fla.. a few 
hours after falling with his mount in the 
fifth race at Sunshine Park on January 
29. Jockey Danhauer suffered head, neck, 
and arm injuries when White Boots. which 
he was riding. fell in the path of several 
other horses. 


Danhauer. a native of Pittsburgh. Pa.. 
was 23 at the time of his death, and had 
been riding since he was 16. He is sur- 
vived by his parents. Mr. and Mrs. James 
Alton Danhauer: a brother. Leonard: a 
sister, Mrs. Richard Kilmer; and his uncle 
“Big Whitey” Danhauer. agent for Jockey 
Glen Lasswell. Jockey Danhauer’s father 
was agent and instructor for his son. 


John G. Wagnon 


John G. Wagnon. trainer. died at the 
age of 71 at his home in Kew Gardens, 
N. Y. Last winter, before he became ill, 
he was training horses owned by his 
wife. 


John J. Henson 


John J. Henson. who was an exercise 
boy in the 1930’s and returned to racing 
last year to take out a license as a trainer, 
died February 3 at his home in Brooklyn, 
of coronary thrombosis. He was 40 years 


old. 


Mrs. Grayce Pagliai 


Mrs. Grayce Pagliai. divorced wife of 
Bruno Pagliai. died in January at Mexi- 
co City. where she had made her home 
since Mr. Pagliai and his associates estab- 
lished the Hipodromo de las Americas. 


Willard Corman 


Willard Corman. resident manager at 
John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan Farm at 
Lexington. died of a heart attack just be- 
fore midnight on January 27. He was rush- 
ed to a hospital after being stricken, but 
died on the way. 

A native of Jessamine County, Kentucky, 
Mr. Corman had observed his forty-ninth 
birthday on January 25. He had worked

Tulyar Sold for £250,000 


The telephones had been jangling for 
weeks. Mrs. Cooper Person, mistress of 
Llangollen at Upperville, Va., thought she 
had almost wrapped up a syndicate to 
purchase the Aga Khan’s Tulyar at a 
valuation approximating a million dol- 
lars. When it began to appear that this 
deal would not come off, there were oth- 
er consultations among American breed- 
ers excited over the prospect of buying 
horseflesh at the highest rate in history. 
“T'll go in,” they told one another, from 
California to Kentucky to New York. But 
the enthusiasm grew only in spots. 


Last week, at his villa on the Riviera, 
the Aga Khan cashed in his gold chip 
for £250,000 ($700,000), something short 
of a million but still a record price for one 
horse. Highest price ever paid in the U.'S. 
was the $500,000 total for which the stal- 
lion * Alibhai was syndicated. 


The purchaser was the Irish National 
Stud, which is owned by the government. 
The investment was primarily, of course, 
for the purpose of obtaining a stallion 
with high credentials, but since most 
breeding arrangements for 1953 already 
have been made, there was a likelihood 
that Tulyar, unbeaten as a 3-year-old in 
1952, would be raced through his 4-year- 
old season, under the green colors of Sean 
T. O'Kelly, president of the republic. 


In the Irish parliament the economics 
of horse racing and breeding were going 
to need some explaining. A Laborite dep- 
uty, Sean Dunne, protested the huge price 
for a horse and wanted to know of Premier 
Eamon de Valera whether, “in view of 
(a) the unemployment crisis. (b) the 
mounting cost of living, and (c) the al- 
ready heavy burden on the taxpayers, he 
will take immediate steps to prevent this 
expenditure.” 


Tulyar, bred at the Aga Khan’s Gill- 
town Stud in County Kildare, is by Tehran 
(Bois Roussel—Stafaralla, by Solario) 
out of Neocracy, by Nearco out of Trigo’s 
sister Harina, by Blandford out of Athasi. 
The mares in the pedigree, as well as the 
stallions, were distinguished for racing 
class as well as production. 


In two seasons of racing Tulyar has 
earned £76,41714, a nominal record for 
a race horse in Europe, but not com- 
parable to the £57,455 earned by Isinglass 
in the 1890’s if the earnings are trans- 
lated in terms of U. S. dollars, which of 
course have had their own depreciation. 
The first money Isinglass earned in win- 
ning 11 of his 12 races would be $287,275 
at the round figure of $5 to the pound, 
or $280,370 if the pound is counted at 
$4.88. Tulyar’s first-money earnings, at 
the rate of $2.80 a pound, were $211,969. 


George Hume’s Vacation 


One of the best records among market 
breeders of Thoroughbred horses has been 
that of George Hume, of Lexington. From 
the first 13 yearlings sold by him came 
13 winners, and later crops, including the 
2-year-olds of 1953, promise to maintain 
a high level of performance. But like many 
another farmer who tries to diversify his 
operations, Mr. Hume found himself 
caught in a squeeze among horses, cattle, 
sheep, and crops such as tobacco (which 
Kentuckians often refer to as a “13-menth 
crop”). There were too many dimensions 
to his farming program and not enough 
hours in a day. 


A “vacation” from horses was decided 
upon as a means of solving his problem. 
His three broodmares were to be the first 
to go, since all of them were in foal and 
soon would require watching at night. 
Through the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, 
of Lexington, the mares soon found new 
owners. 

The 13-year-old Playfull, by Chance 
Play, went to Melvin Carter, of Frank- 
fort. She is in foal to Bimelech. R. N. 
Wathen, of Prospect. Ky., bought the 
*Jacopo mare Merry Liege. in foal to 
Shut Out. Mr. Wathen is a friend and 
neighbor of Warner L. Jones, owner of 
Hermitage Farm. Merry Liege is his first 
Thoroughbred. Mr. Wathen was accom- 
panied to the Hume farm by Mr. Jones. 
who looked at Alouette. the remaining 


Hume mare, and bought her. She is in 
foal to Cable. 

Five yearlings at the Hume farm are 
to be sold. They are a bay filly by Shut 
Out—Merry Liege; bay filly by Reaping 
Reward—Playfull; bay colt by *Coastal 
Traffic—Alouette; chestnut colt by *Hier- 
ocles—Teeter, by Equipoise; and brown 
colt by Cable—Grass Finch, by Stimulus. 


*Pactole at Charles Town 


*Pactole. recently imported by a small 
group of breeders which includes Dr. 
Roberto A. Vieites. of Havana. and Tyson 
Gilpin. of Kentmere Farm in Virginia, 
will make his first season at stud in this 
country at O’Sullivan Farm, Charles Town, 
W. Va.. during 1953. A 10-year-old son 
of Fair Copy—Linda Rubia, by *Stefan 
the Great. *Pactole won the French Two 
Thousand Guineas among other races, 
and was third in the French Derby. He 
has been at stud in France since 1949, 
He will stand this season at $500 for a 
live foal.

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The 1952 Season 


Summarized 


According to the tabulations of Daily 
Racing Form, both attendance and wager- 
ing at race tracks in the United States 
were higher in 1952 than they had ever 
been during an earlier year. Attendance 
for 1952 reached a total of 28.849,451, a 12 
per cent increase over track patronage 
during the previous year. The crowds that 
made up this attendance figure wagered 
$1,957,977,086 during the year at 29,051 
events on 3,515 racing days to bring about 
the 19.9 per cent betting increase over 
1951. It is estimated that the states which 
have parimutuel wagering will receive ap- 
proximately $100,000,000 in taxes from 
racing. 

During 1952, in which $63,950,236 in 
purses was distributed to horsemen, Mrs. 
Gene Markey’s Calumet Farm was the 
leading money-winning owner with earn- 
ings of $1,283,197. The Calumet stable, 
which contained the top money-winning 3- 
year-old, Mark-Ye-Well ($268.745), was 
registering its eighth time at the head of 
the list. having been the leader previously 
in 1941, 1943, 1944, 1946, 1947, 1948, and 
1949. 


The leading money-winning horse was 
Charfran Stable’s Crafty Admiral, a 4- 
year-old (during 1952) son of Fighting 
Fox—Admiral’s Lady, by War Admiral. 
winner of six stakes events during the sea- 
son, Crafty Admiral earned $277.225. The 
$230.495 earned by Native Dancer, Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt’s son of Polynesian—Geisha. 
by Discovery, made him not only the big- 
gest money-winning 2-year-old of 1952, but 
also gave him an all-time high ranking in 
that category. 

For the third consecutive year, Robert 
H. McDaniel was the leading trainer in 
regards to number of wins. He saddled 
horses for 168 wins in 1952, five more than 
second-place Willie Molter, who topp-d 
the list each year from 1946 through 1949. 

Anthony DeSpirito, whose successful 
campaign to establish a new record for 
number of wins for a jockey during one 
season, was the leading jockey for 1952. 
His total of 390 wins replaces the record 
of 388 set by Walter Miller in 1906 and 
tied by Joe Culmone and Willie Shoe- 
maker in 1950. 

The Form’s tabulations also list Sub 
Fleet’s 1:34 at Washington Park on Au- 
gust 27 as the fastest mile of the year, and 
the money distributed for the Washington 
Park Handicap as the richest purse 
($119.900 to the first-place Crafty Ad- 
miral). 


Two bills for the legalization of horse 
racing with pari-mutuel betting have been 
introduced in the Pennsylvania legislature.

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Leptospirosis in Horses: 
Is It the Cause of Periodic Ophthalmia? 


Leptospirosis is a disease in animal 
and man caused by various strains of 
leptospira. For many years most of these 
diseases were believed due to viruses. Re- 
cently, however, improved culturing and 
isolation techniques, as well as serologic 
tests have made possible the accurate diag- 
nosis and identification of the diseases in 
various animals caused by leptospira. 


In the United States the principal cause 
of leptospirosis in our farm animals, cat- 
tle, swine, and horses, appears to be the 
same leptospiral organism, Leptospira 
pomona. Since 1948, much research has 
been carried out on leptospirosis in cat- 
tle. In this species, the symptoms may 
vary from mild, inapparent infections to 
moderate or severe infections, character- 
ized by high body temperatures, marked 
drop in milk flow, and depression. Occa- 
sionally hemoglobinuria, a wine-colored 
urine due to rapid red blood cell destruc- 
tion, and death may occur, especially in 
the younger cattle. Abortions may occur 
either at the time of the acute symptoms 
or from one week to a month later. In 
some herds, especially beef herds, these 
abortions have assumed serious propor- 
tions. 

Surveys in various parts of the country 
have shown that leptospirosis in cattle 
and swine is widespread. Research on lep- 
tospirosis in horses has been progressing 
in Europe, as well as in this country in 
Virginia, Maryland, Kentucky, Ohio, and 
New York. Some very interesting observa- 
tions and findings have been made. 


Serological studies that test for anti- 
bodies against Leptospira pomona in the 
blood of horses have shown that 3 to 20 
per cent of various groups of horses tested 
in Ohio, Maryland, Virginia, and New 
York have been positive, indicating that 
this disease of horses is relatively wide- 
spread and common. Since most of the 
above positive horses were never known

to have been ill, one might think that the 
disease is of little importance. 

However, workers in Switzerland first 
showed that 80 to 90 per cent of all horses 
affected with periodic ophthalmia (recur- 
rent iridocyclitis, or moon blindness) had 
positive blood titers for Leptospira po- 
mona. These same observations and _per- 
centages have occurred in horses affected 
with periodic ophthalmia tested in this 
country in Maryland, Virginia, Ohio, and 
New York. This is highly suggestive that 
Leptospira pomona is the cause of peri- 
odic ophthalmia in horses. During the past 
few years many veterinarians have re- 
ported successfully curing this disease with 
a course of treatments with one of several 
newer antibiotics that are effective against 
leptospira. Of course, treatment should be 
given early before advanced, chronic, per- 
manent damage has occurred to the eye 
structures. 

Recently a German worker reported the 
isolation of L. pomona from the eye ball 
and blood of a horse affected with periodic 
ophthalmia. Also, a Swiss worker reported 
the artificial production of periodic oph- 
thalmia in two foals injected with L. 
pomona. The attacks occurred three and 
seven months after the injection. There 
have been many reports of human beings 
affected with iridocyclitis or ophthalmia 
following an attack of leptospirosis. More 
research is being actively conducted along 
these lines at present, but the evidence is 
pretty conclusive that Leptospira pomona 
is the probable cause of periodic ophthal- 
mia or moon blindness in horses. 

The relation of leptospirosis to abortion 
in horses has not been determined. Re-

search is being carried out at the present 
time in Kentucky and New York to clear 
up this important point. Within several 
years we should have a definite answer. 

How does this infection spread? During 
the acute stage of the disease when a 
fever is present, the organism may be re- 
covered from the blood of horses by in- 
oculating guinea pigs. After the acute 
stage has passed, the organism is found 
to be eliminated in large numbers in the 
urine. This is true in the cow and pig and 
is probably the case in the horse. In the 
former two species the infection remains 
in the kidney and causes infective urine 
for a period of several months or more. 
Feed contaminated by this urine contain- 
ing leptospiral organisms may result in 
the infection being spread to other animals. 
This organism is rather readily destroyed 
by sunlight and drying. 

Leptospira pomona is the common cause 
for leptospirosis in cattle, swine, and horses 
in this country. It has been demonstrated 
that swine may pass the infection to cattle 
when they are together in a pen. Thus it 
is possible that infected cattle might carry 
the disease to horses, or horses spread the 
disease to cattle. Although human cases of 
leptospirosis due to L. pomona have been 
reported, they are few in number and 
most commonly observed or reported in 
humans working closely with swine. 

A recent outbreak of leptospirosis in 
horses occurred on a small breeding farm 
in New York. This outbreak was studied 
closely by blood tests at frequent intervals, 
and the organism, L. pomona, was re- 
covered from three of the horses, This 
was the first actual isolation of this or- 
ganism from horses in the U. S. Within 
a period of three weeks, six horses of 16 
on the farm showed symptoms of lepto- 
spirosis. 

The first mare showed a fever, was off 
feed and depressed. Within the next two 
days the fever dropped, but a severe acute 
attack of periodic ophthalmia developed 
that responded to the injection of antibiot- 
ics. She foaled about 10 days later, and a 
subsequent blood test, one month after 
birth, revealed the foal to be positive for 
leptospirosis also. Two days after this 
mare became ill, a 4-year-old mare showed 
depression, dullness, and lack of appetite. 
On examination she had a fever that sub- 
sided two days later. 

The following day an 1l-year-old mare 
foaled a premature, icteric, sleeper foal 


that died 36 hours after birth. The foal

was negative on culture. Blood tests showed 
no evidence that blood factors were a cause 
of this condition. The next three horses, 
a yearling, a 2-year-old and a 22-year-old 
mare, all showed depression, lack of appe- 
tite, and a fever that lasted for two days. 
The latter mare had icteric mucous mem- 
branes. These six horses, as well as three 
others that showed’ no symptoms, were 
positive on the complement fixation blood 
test for leptospirosis. 


This blood test is very useful in diag- 
nosing this disease because at the time of 
the acute attack, the horses are negative 
since the body hasn’t built up antibodies. 
Within several weeks the blood titer or 
antibody level rises and the test becomes 
increasingly positive. 

It was thought that this outbreak was 
caused by bringing a mare to the farm 
about a month before the first case oc- 
curred. This mare had previously been 
stabled where other horses were known 
to have had periodic ophthalmia and were 
positive on the blood test. After the out- 
break had been diagnosed, she was tested 
and was found positive, although she had 
no history of previous illness. 

The L. pomona organism recovered in 
this natural outbreak was injected into 
three experimental horses. Two of these 
showed a typical rise in fever of 104 de- 
grees in six to eight days after the injec- 
tion. The other horse showed no reaction

to the injection and it was concluded that 
he was immune. The organism was re- 
covered from the two experimental horses 
that showed the fever. One of these horses 
developed a marked icterus. 

Research in New York on leptospirosis 
in cattle has resulted in the development 
of a satisfactory product for vaccinating 
cattle against this disease. Whether or not 
this same product would be equally effec-

tive or desirable in horses has not yet 
been determined. 

Further research and study will more 
clearly define the exact nature of lepto- 
spirosis in horses, the symptoms of which 
have been observed by horsemen and veter- 
inarians for many years. Only recently has 
the cause of these symptoms been accurate- 
ly determined to be due to Leptospira 
pomona.

FOREIGN AID AT GULFSTREAM 


Gulfstream Park has announced plans 
for an international race to be called the 
Pan-American Stakes, which will be run 
no later than 1954. Added money will be 
$50,000. The race is principally designed 
for South American horses because of the 
comparative ease with which they could be 
transported to Gulfstream Park from 
South America. The track management 
also intends to schedule a $10,000 race re- 
stricted to the foreign horses a week prior 
to the Pan-American Stakes. James Donn, 
president of the track, said that many 
races are run on dirt tracks in South 
America so that the lack of a turf course 
should provide no obstacle, although such 
a course could be built at Gulfstream 
Park with few changes. 


A total of 150 days of running races and 
50 nights of harness racing has been sched- 
uled for New Jersey this year. The run- 
ning tracks, Atlantic City, Monmouth 
Park, and Garden State Park, each will 
race 50 days, an increase of one day for 
Monmouth Park and .two for Atlantic 
City.

Changes in the Middle Basin 


Among Owners, Farms, Stallions 


NASHVILLE 

If change is news, there’s plenty going 
on in Tennessee, especially in that Middle 
Basin known as the blue grass region. 
Stallions are changing their addresses. 
Some established breeders have sold out 
or are selling out. New fanciers are coming 
in. But most of the regulars are holding 
the line. 

When Del Holeman moved from Lex- 
ington, Ky., to Gallatin, Tenn., in 1939, he 
and Mrs. Thomas J. Regan together 
brought between 30 and 40 broodmares. 
By recent report, Mr. and Mrs. Holeman 
now have four mares. The stallion Four 
Freedoms, owned in partnership with 
Greentree Stud, has been sent to Doug 
Davis’ new place at Lexington. His com- 
panion at Pilot Knob, the handsome Con- 
diment, has moved across the road to Mrs. 
John M. Branham’s Foxland Hall. 

At Foxland Hall the senior sire, now 
a private stallion, is *Man O’Night. Just 
turned 24, the son of Manna—Arctic 


Night, by White Eagle, was Tennessee’s 
leading sire for years. A few seasons back 
he was joined by the Whitney-bred Boo- 
jum horse, Hoodoo. 

When Condiment and Four Freedoms 
left Pilot Knob, all the equine residents 
of nearby Kennesaw Farm moved into 
the larger stable just vacated. Involved 
were the stallions Joe’s Choice and Vin- 
centive, six mares owned by Leo Cail- 
louette and eight owned by I. C. McMa- 
han, who owns historic Kennesaw, nursery 
of Luke Blackburn. Blandisher, the *Blen- 
heim II horse that was at Kennesaw last 
season, was sent late in 1952 to Bud Bur- 
mester, Fort Worth, Texas. 

Joe’s Choice has been at Kennesaw 
since he left the track late in 1948. The 
Messrs. Caillouette and McMahan are 
partners in the son of Sweeping Light— 
Dollar Princess, by *Snob II. They also 
are partners in the ownership of Vincen- 
tive, bought in November from Mrs. Marie 
A. Moore, The Plains, Va. *Challenger II, 
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sire of Vincentive, is in the limelight just 
now through another son, Errard, sire of 
Laffango and Mr, Paradise, two of the 
smarter juveniles of 1952. 


Aera and Zorawar, formerly at Ted 
Murray’s and Mason Houghland’s, re- 
spectively, near Nashville, have been re- 
turned to Kentucky. The former, a chest- 
nut horse by Hyperion—*Sea Gem, by 
Beresford, was one of the William Helis 
Estate horses bought by Henry Knight. 


Louis J. Hartman, new secretary of the 
Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, has 
received a new potential stallion right off 
the track in Florida where sesamoid 
trouble clipped his career. He is Ensign, 
4, by Count Fleet—Decor, by Ariel. For 
this colt Mr. Hartman traded *Kachgar, 
by *Goya II, after one light stud season 
near Nashville. 

But not all the Tennessee stallions have 
been moving. 

Haynes Haven Stock Farm at Spring 
Hill has Aletern and Colonel O’F, as in 
1952. The 14-year-old by Eternal—Xan- 
thina and the 9-year-old by Teddy’s 
Comet—*Uvira II stand at “$300 live 
foal,” popular terms in their section. Of 
the 33 mares bred to Colonel O’F last 
season, 30 are believed to be in foal. 
His first crop races this year.

By succeeding her late husband, 
John A. Branham, who entered the game 
about 20 years ago, she has been at it 
longer than anybody except Rogers Cald- 
well, who dates from 1924 with Thorough- 
breds. He bought *Hourless at the Bel- 
mont dispersal in 1925. Foxland Hall’s 
star matron now is Night Shadow. A stakes 
winner by *Man O’Night from Tweeny. 
by *St. Germans. she is the dam of the 
homebred stakes winners Shadows Start, 
by Hoop, Jr.. and Whirling Bat, by 
Whirlaway. 

Second-largest breeder is Haynes Haven 
Stock Farm, with 14 mares. Their stakes 
producers include Naughty Day, dam of 
Dixie Flyer. Louis Hartman and W. H. 
Grissim Jr. each have 11 mares. Mr. Gris- 
sim’s partner, Theodore Murray. sold out 
to him last October. 

There are upwards of 30 breeders in the 
Nashville area. Several have just one or 
two mares. Some breed for the market. 
Others race their produce. Some belong 
to the steeplechasing and hunting set. A 


few are city folks who board mares around 
Nashville or in Kentucky. 

One of these small breeders is Dr, John 
B. Youmans, the Vanderbilt University 
Medical School dean who is now president 
of the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, 
The recent death of Colhour, dam of the 
winning amateur steeplechase horses Storm 
Hour and Storm On, leaves him with one 
broodmare. 

Guilford Dudley Jr., the retiring T. C. 
T. president and head of the Life and 
Casualty Insurance Co., has more than 20 
Thoroughbreds at his Northumberland 
Stud at Nashville. Four are broodmares of 
his own. Two are matrons owned by Paul 
Mountcastle, chairman of the Life and 
Casualty board. They are his first invest. 
ment in Thoroughbreds. Besides young 
stock, there are four outside-owned steeple- 
chasers and two of Mr. Dudley’s. One 
of these is Foxy Poise, winner of three 
brush and hurdle races at Chicago and 
Indianapolis and second in the Iroquois 
*Chase at Nashville last year. 

Walter W. Jones has about an equal 
number and variety at his Green Acres, 
Miss Mildred Woolwine’s old farm.

ONWARD & UPWARD 


Governor Warren of California has rec- 
ommended a heavier tax pari-mutuel 
betting. He made no specific suggestion as 
to the rate of increase. but suggested it 
should return an additional million dol- 
lars to the State during the 1953-1954 
fiscal year and an additional $2 million 
the following vear. He stated that betting 
at present brings “the largest track oper- 
ators excess profits heyond reasonable re- 
turns.” 

The present rate of taxation is 4 per 
cent on the first $10 million bet at each 
track, 5 per cent on the next $10 million. 
and 6 per cent on sums above that, plus 
the breakage after total betting reaches 
$27 million. The tax increase. if approved 
by the Legislature. would presumably be 
on the higher betting totals. The gover- 
nor also proposed a tax increase on liquor 
and beer. and a 2 cent tax on a package 
of cigarettes. The State finance department 
has estimated the receipt of $22.221,000 in 
pari-mutuel taxes for the next fiscal year.

Merger of Boards 
Not Contemplated 


CHicaco 

Harry Truman goes out fighting to the 
last to maintain his place in history as the 
32nd President of the United States. not 
the 33rd as the Republican high command 
and even the Congressional Library would 
have it. In this instance. involving as it 
loes such a delicate question of protocol, 
we will have to string along with Harry 
and that other fellow on the radio who 


said: “LT just don’t believe Grover Cleve- 
land was two Presidents of the United 
States.” 


To borrow a phrase from Henry VILL: 
“This man. I trow. has the right sow by 
the ear.” Harry Tudor was referring to 
Thomas Cranmer. whose fine interpreta: 
tion of the law pointed the way for “Bluff 
King Hal” to divorce the first of his. six 
wives. Katherine of Aragon. by a decree 
obtained from a not altogether unbiased 
court. For being “right” in the first instance 
Cranmer became Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. by grace of Henry VIEL. For attempt. 
ing to maintain his prerogatives he perish- 
ed at the stake in the bloody reign of 
Henry's daughter. Mary. Needless to say. 
Harry Truman is practically immune from 
beth a corresponding reward and a like 
degradation for insisting on the correet- 
ness of his views. 

What has all this to do with matters per- 
taining to the best interests of the Turf? 
Well. nothing much at all, excepting the 
fact that just as Harry Truman was the 
32nd President of the United States. Re- 
publican William G. Stratton became 
the 2nd Governor of Illinois on Monday. 
January 12. 

It matters little. of course, whether Strat- 
ton is Governor No. 32. 33. or 34, depend- 
ing on whether Richard J. Oglesby was 
one governor or two or three. With the 
covernorship Mr. Stratton assumed. among 
other things. a great measure of respon- 
sibility for the welfare of the Turf. in 
Illinois through his appointees to the Illi- 
nois Racing Board. 

Anything written at this moment as a 
forecast about appointments might be alto- 
gether out-of-date or nullified completely 
by a gubernatorial announcement of ap- 
pointees in the interim before these words 
get into print. 

According to that tenuous specimen of 
political flora known as “the grapevine. 
Governor Stratton had made decisions re- 
garding at least three of the four racing 
board appointees prior to inauguration 
day.

Response to Arlington Park and Washi- 
ington Park’s early closing stakes reached 
an all-time high when 1.928 nominations 
were made to six events to be run during 
the 1953 meetings. Among these races the

has the largest list of nominees, with 441 
2-vear-olds named, and the $75,000-added 
Arlington Park Futurity has only one less 
nominee. Nominations for the 2-year-old 
filly features, each at $50,000-added, reach- 
ed 351 for the Princess Pat Stakes and 
348 for the Arlington Lassie Stakes.

The 
Arlington and the Washington Park Fu- 
turities were each raised from $50,000- to 
$75,000-added, and both the Arlington Las- 
sie and the Princess Pat Stakes were upped 
from $30,000- to $50,000-added.

The broodmare, Polly Flag, above at 
Mereworth Farm, has had few foals, but 
these few have been good. Her first five 
foals are winners and include Plucky 
Flag, a filly, and the first horse—colt or 
filly—to win Mexico’s Triple Crown. 

Plucky Flag, truly a top race mare, 
was shipped to Mexico as a yearling 
when the wartime racing ban became ef- 
fective. There she was a stakes winner 
at 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6. 

She won 10 of her first 13 starts. So 
clearly had Plucky Flag demonstrated 
at 2 and early in her 3-year-old year 
that she was superior to the best colts 
as well as the best fillies, that a record 
crowd at the Derby Mexicano made her 
a1to5 favorite. She is one of only two 
fillies to win the Mexicano Derby in 
many years. Her Triple Crown races, all 
won easily, were Stakes del Jockey Club 
Mexicano, Gran Premio Nacional, and the 


Derby. She also won Premio Anahuac, 
Campeonato Juvenile Stakes, Clasico 
Jockey Club del Peru, Clasico Club Hipi- 
co de Santiago, Clasico Copa de Ora, 
Clasico 20 de Noviembre and other lead- 
ing races.
